At  Mahoning  Gladiolus  Society  Show,  Youngs¬ 
town,  Ohio,  1928,  awarded  the  A.  G.  S.  Silver 
Medal  for  Second  sweepstakes,  in  Commercial  Class. 
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Ribbons,  Cup  and  Medals  awarded  Goulds’  Gladiolus  and 
Dahlias,  during  the  last  four  years. 
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SOME  OF  THE  NEWER  VARIETIES  OF  GLADIOLUS 


We  have  added  some  excellent  varieties  to  our  list  among  which  are: 
Betty  Nuthall  (Salbach,  1928)  This  is  one  of  the  most  outstanding  varieties 
of  today.  Height  4  ft.  Florets  5  in.  Color,  clear  coral  with  deeper  throat 
lines.  Perfect  form  and  spike.  Good  propagator. 

Rita  Beck  (Fischer,  1926)  Height  3  ft.  or  more.  5  in.  florets.  Pure  shell  pink 
with  scarlet  lines  on  lower  petals.  6  to  8  blooms  open  at  once. 

Minuet  (Coleman,  1925)  Minuet  is  the  standard  by  which  all  other  lavenders 
are  judged.  Clear,  light  lavender  with  4  to  6  large  flowers  open. 
Marmora  (Errey,  1927)  Height,  4  ft.  Florets  5  in.  with  as  many  as  8  to  10 
open  florets  at  a  time.  Color,  rich  smoky  lavander  with  pale  purplish 
blotch.  A  wonderful  exhibition  variety  from  Australia. 

Pfitzer’s  Triumph  (Pfitzer,  1925)  A  European  variety.  3  ft.  or  more  in  height 
with  florets  measuring  5  to  5|  in.  Color,  bright  salmon-orange.  One  of 
the  most  popular  glads  of  today. 

Rose  Mist  (Fischer,  1924)  This  is  a  Primulinus  Grandi  florus.  (Large  flowering 
prim.)  One  of  the  finest  and  most  popular.  Color,  rose-red  with  buff 
line  around  the  petals.  5  to  6  florets  open  on  tall  spike. 

Golden  Frills  (Kunderd,  1925)  Prim.  Tall,  heavily  ruffled.  Very  deep  yellow. 

Small  flame-cerise  feather  in  the  throat.  Very  artistic  and  beautiful. 
Mahoning  (Gould,  1928)  and  Mahoning  Gem  (Gould,  1928)  were  some  of  the 
winners  at  the  Ohio  State  Gladiolus  Show  at  Youngstown  1929.  Mahoning 
won  first  in  smoky  shades.  Both  were  winners  in  special  classes.

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The  American  Dahlia  Society  has  made  a  new  classification  of  the 
Dahlias.  The  principal  changes  effect  the  Cactus  and  Decorative  types. 
The  word  Hybrid  has  been  eliminated. 

In  the  Cactus  types  there  are  : 

INCURVED  CACTUS  DAHLIAS.  Fully  double  with  the  margins  of  the 
majority  of  the  floral  rays  revolute  for  one-half  or  more  of  their  length. 
The  floral  rays  curving  toward  the  center  of  the  flower.  For  example : 
F.  W.  Fellows,  Ballet  Girl. 

RECURVED  AND  STRAIGHT  CACTUS  DAHLIAS.  Fully  double 
flowers  with  the  margins  of  the  majority  of  the  floral  rays  revolute  for 
one-half  their  length  or  more,  the  floral  rays  being  recurved  or  straight. 
For  example:  Ambassador,  Miraflora,  Kalif. 

SEMI-CACTUS  DAHLIAS.  Fully  double  with  the  margin  of  the  majority 
of  the  floral  rays  revolute  for  less  than  one-half  of  their  length.  For 
example:  Edna  Ferber,  Sunkiss,  Elsie  Daniels. 


The  Decoratives  are  classed  as  follows  : 

FORMAL  DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS.  Fully  double  flowers,  floral  rays 
generally  broad,  either  pointed  or  rounded  at  tips,  with  outer  floral 
rays  tending  to  recurve  and  central  floral  rays  tending  to  be  cupped. 
All  floral  rays  in  a  somewhat  regular  arrangement.  For  example:  Sag¬ 
amore,  Jersey’s  Beauty,  Mrs.  I.  de  Ver  Warner. 

INFORMAL  DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS.  Fully  double  flowers,  floral  rays 
generally  long,  twisted  or  pointed  and  usually  irregular  in  arrangement. 
For  example :  Ft.  Monmouth,  Jane  Cowl,  Barbara  Redfern. 

MINATURE  DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS.  Fully  double  flowers,  floral  rays 
not  revolute,  conforming  to  the  definitions  for  either  the  formal  or 
or  informal  decorative  types,  and  less  than  three  inches  in  diameter. 
For  example:  Little  Jewel.

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PEONIES 

HOW  TO  PLANT 

Prepare  your  soil  thoroughly.  Plant  in  good  mellow  soil  with  the  top  of  the 
buds  or  eyes  from  two  to  three  inches  below  the  surface  level.  This  is  important. 
Peonies  planted  too  deep  do  not  bloom.  Peonies  planted  too  shallow  are  apt  to 
have  the  crown  hurt  by  the  winter,  which  causes  them  to  die.  For  the  first 
winter  mound  up  the  loose  dirt  over  the  hole  about  4  in.,  just  before  winter  sets 
in,  and  above  this  place  a  coarse  mulch.  Remove  mulch  and  dirt  in  the  spring.
